The meeting was callied to order with Mayor Drake mresiding.

MR, CHAS. WEST, Rosedele P.T.A. appeared again before the Council agking
for a traffic light at 49th and Burnet Road. He stated they wanted s manusally
operated light, Councilman Long moved that a manually operated signal light be
installed in that area and that the City Mansger T instructed to have this done
as soon as physically possible. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, car-
ried by the following vote:

(Mr, West filed petitions with the Council requesting this light)

MR, TOM LONG appeared before the Council charging that the ordinance passed
March 30, 1960, defining nulsance personal property and directing removal, etec.,
was belng misused, was diseriminatory in enforcement; that this ordimnce was
being used to enforce other ordinances, particularly the unpald parking ticket
ordinance. He objected to the use of this ordinance to impound personal property
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to coerce and force a citizen %o pay unpaid parking tickets. CAPTAIN RLACKMAN
explained the policy followed in the Traffic Divigiom, MR, S. J. ARONSON, repre-
sented MISS ESTELLE WEBBER, whose car wes impourded and vho had three unpaid rerk
ing tickets, and he did not ™ lieve she was treated right under this ordinance.
The Mayor thanked them for coming before the Council, and stated the Council
could pass it on to the City Attorney and give it further study.

MR. JOHN F. BOTELLO, Secretary, Club De Beneficiencia of Austin, presented
the followl ng petition, and spoke before the Council for a recrest ion hall for
the use of the people in the neighborhood, so they could have meetings, training
schools, and counselling pleces to help them!

"In view of the fact that the objective of the Club De Beneficiencia
of Austin, Texes ig to strive towards the development and betterment
of the cultural, moral and soclel activities of the Latin American
people of Austin, and being confronted with the problem of not having
a place to hold meetings, sociel activities, etec.

"We, the members of the Club, see the urgent need of a recreation
hall for the use of the young as well s&s the adults.

Wumerous activities, classes in citizenship, ete. for the good of
our youth are being neglected because of the distance involved in
attending the nearest place where said activities are e ing held.

"™e therefore, the membersof this Club, by unanimous vote, present

this petition to the City Council of dustin asking it to investigate

the possibility of the erection of a recreafion hall in the vicinity

of Pedernales between Third amd Fourth street.

%We, the undersigned, have considered the application of the Continental
0il Company, lessee, for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-
in gasoline filling station and to construct commercial driveways in connection
thérewith upon the property located at the southeast corner of the intersection
of Wilshire Boulevard and East Avenue which property fronts 81 feet on Wilshire
Boulevard and 108,75 feet on East Avenue, and being known as a portion of the
Thomas Hawkins Survey in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the
property upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by Bradfield
& Brush and is under lease to the Continental 01l Company and we hereby advise
that the following conditions exist,

#The property upon which this fiiling station is to be located is
designated as "CY Commercial Use District upon the zoning meps of the City of
Austin.
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¥Phere is a storm sewer inlet on the east side of East Avenue six (6)
feet south of the above described property.

iWe recommend that the Continental 0il Company be granted permission to
construct, maintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to
construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunctlion therewlth, subject to the
following conditions!

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades +to0 be obialned from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That thé applicant shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station.

¥(2) That enly underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps shall
be so located that 1t will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
vhile said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, sireet or
elley.

“(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in con-
nection with the storage and handling of gmsollne shall be an approved type
and shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc.; that all construc-
tion of the filling station improvements shall be in accordwith the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, =and in accord
with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon
the Citx Streets.

#(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste
water or olls or any floor washings shall ever pass over the Clty sidewalk area
and that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a comblned grease
and sand trap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2~Hu146.

W(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways, remps
gutters, sldewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense
of the applicent as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan bears
the Department of Public Works file number 2-H-1070. '

W(6) Bxpansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
attached marked 2-H-1070 and shall be of the pre.moulded type.

#(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a final
ingpection and upon approval, the Bullding Inspector shall issue a Certificate
of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.
